comes more generally cultivated, ovap 
oration is increased, and the sources of 
natural supply of moLt ore are the rain 
arid the dew. 
With the increase of 
d>. mand, the supply should not b e de­ 
creased if we would maintain the fer- 
ility 
of 
our soil at the least ex- 
peuse. 
The cutting awa\ of the forests al­ 
low« the more rapid melting of the 
-now in the spring, 
which sometimes 
causes much damage b y Hoods along 
our rivers. 
On the other hand, the 
decrease in the annual rainfall, taking 
in connection with the fact, the ram that 
does fall « inks into the increased cul­ 
tivated area of ground in gre ater ratio, 
tends to the gradual dry ing up of our 
mailer streams and the decrease of 
water in our rivers. 
It is within tho 
recollection of many an early settler 
of Lee county that the minor stream* 
flowing into Rack River were scarcely 
fordab le in the spring and carried 
a 
respectab le current all the y ear, b ut 
are now dr \ watercourses during the 
nt.ire summer and 
b ut. insignificant 
streamlets in the spring and fall 
Con­ 
sequently Rock River is b ecoming less 
and loss the nob le river it was a few
